3-268.  Inspection fees and reports; violations; classification 4 
A.  An inspection fee at the rate of twenty cents per ton shall be paid 5 

to the department on commercial fertilizers distributed in this state by any 6 
person subject to the following: 7 

1.  If more than one distributor is involved in the chain of 8 
distribution, the one who sells directly to the ultimate consumer or to a 9 
distributor exempted from a license is responsible for submitting the tonnage 10 
report and the payment of inspection fees. 11 

2.  Distributors exempt from a license shall not be responsible for the 12 
filing of tonnage reports or the payment of the inspection fees for products 13 
purchased from a licensee and sold in the form in which received. 14 

3.  No inspection fees are required for commercial fertilizers sold or 15 
exchanged between licensed manufacturers for further manufacturing or 16 
processing, or for commercial fertilizers on which the inspection fee has 17 
been paid by a previous manufacturer or distributor in the chain of 18 
distribution. 19 

4.  The minimum inspection fee shall be two dollars per quarter. 20 
5.  The director may, after opportunity for A hearing, MAY decrease or 21 

increase the inspection fee provided in this section, but at no time shall 22 
the rate exceed twenty-five cents per ton. 23 

B.  Each person who is liable for the payment of such fee shall: 24 
1.  File, not later than the last day of January, April, July and 25 

October of each year, a quarterly statement, setting forth the number of net 26 
tons of commercial fertilizers distributed in this state during the preceding 27 
calendar quarter.  Upon filing the statement such person shall pay the 28 
inspection fee at the rate stated in subsection A of this section. Inspection 29 
fees which are due and owing and have not been remitted to the department 30 
within thirty days following the date due shall have a penalty fee of ten per 31 
cent or ten dollars whichever is larger added to the amount due when payment 32 
is finally made.  The assessment of this penalty fee shall not prevent the 33 
director from taking other actions pursuant to this article. 34 

2.  Keep such records as may be necessary or required by the director 35 
to indicate accurately the tonnage of commercial fertilizer distributed in 36 
this state.  The director shall have the right to examine such records to 37 
verify statements of tonnage.  Failure to make an accurate statement of 38 
tonnage or to pay the inspection fee or comply as provided in this section 39 
shall constitute cause for cancellation of any or all commercial fertilizer 40 
licenses on file for the distributor. 41 

C.  Fees collected shall constitute a fund for the payment of the costs 42 
of inspection, sampling, analysis and other expenses necessary for the 43 
administration of this article AND MAY ALSO BE USED TO GRANT MONIES FOR 44 
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CONDUCTING RESEARCH AND EDUCATION PROJECTS TO ADVANCE THE ENVIRONMENTALLY 1 
SAFE AND AGRONOMICALLY SOUND USE AND HANDLING OF FERTILIZER MATERIAL. 2 

D.  The director or any officer or employee of the state whose duties 3 
require the compilation of reports based upon the information required by 4 
this section who knowingly compiles or issues any false information or 5 
report, or who knowingly, directly or indirectly, discloses information thus 6 
obtained regarding the business of any person, except with the consent of 7 
such person, or in the form of unidentifiable totals, or as authorized by 8 
section 3-266, is guilty of a class 2 misdemeanor.  9 

Sec. 2.  Section 3-1206, Arizona Revised Statutes, is amended to read: 10 
3-1206.  Suspension, revocation or termination of licenses and 11 

agreements; hearing 12 
A.  Any license issued by the division may be suspended or revoked for 13

B.  A license or agreement may be suspended, revoked or otherwise 18 

terminated or a civil penalty or other administrative sanction may be imposed 19 
only after AN OPPORTUNITY FOR a hearing conducted pursuant to, OR AS 20 
OTHERWISE ALLOWED BY, title 41, chapter 6, article 10.

A.  When A livestock officer WHO has seized livestock, as provided by 26 
this article, he shall safely keep and care for it for a period of fifteen 27 
days WHILE IT IS UNDER THE DEPARTMENT'S CUSTODY AND CONTROL, during which 28 
TIME any person may inspect the livestock. 29 

B.  The expense of seizing, feeding and caring for livestock for the 30 
initial fifteen day period shall be a charge against the department and paid 31 
from any fund available to the division for that purpose.  THE DIVISION SHALL 32 
RECOVER ITS EXPENSES AS PROVIDED BY THIS ARTICLE. 33 

C.  At any time prior to the expiration of fifteen days after the 34

three public places in the precinct where the livestock are IS held stating 42 
that the livestock will be sold at public auction for cash to the highest 43 
bidder.

UNKNOWN OR CANNOT BE LOCATED, OR THE PERSON ELECTS NOT TO LOCATE OR NOTIFY 22 
THE OWNER, THE PERSON SHALL NOTIFY THE DEPARTMENT AND THE DEPARTMENT SHALL 23 
FOLLOW PROCEDURES PURSUANT TO THIS SECTION. 24 

A.  B.  When A livestock officer or inspector WHO finds OR IS NOTIFIED 25 
OF a stray animal he shall attempt to locate the owner and, if located, 26 
notify him THE OWNER where the animal may be found.  If the owner does not 27 
take immediate possession of the animal, or if the owner or claimant thereof 28 
is unknown or cannot be located, the livestock officer or inspector shall 29

C.  D.  The owner of a stray animal may take possession of the animal 40 
at any time prior to sale by proving ownership and paying the inspection fee 41 
and all expenses incurred in keeping and caring for the animal. 42 
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D.  E.  If the owner of the stray does not claim the animal before the 1 
day of sale, or if the owner is unknown or cannot be located, the livestock 2 
officer or inspector shall sell the animal pursuant to the notice, and shall 3 
deliver an invoice of sale or a livestock inspection certificate to the 4 
purchaser.  The owner of an animal sold may take possession of it at any time 5 
before the purchaser thereof sells it by paying to the purchaser the purchase 6 
price paid at the sale, together with the expense of keeping and caring for 7 
the animal from the date of sale to the time the owner takes possession of 8 
the animal.

E.  F.  Livestock that are IS received at auction markets without 10 
proper documentation but with no evidence of criminal intent by the shipper 11 
may be sold, but the director shall impound the proceeds of the sale in the 12 
livestock custody fund established by section 3-1377.
